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Upon reconsideration of the references of record and in view of the amendments to the 
claims, the new ground of rejection presented below is deemed appropriate. The delay in 
presenting the new rejection is regretted. 

Claims 16-37 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 16 February 2010. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsien et al. 
(of record) in view of McWherter et al. (reference CC on the IDS filed 16 January 2009. 

The claims were described of record, except that the claims are now limited to the output 
signal being other than fluorescence. 

Tsien et al was described previously of record. Tsien et al. differs from the claimed 
invention in using a fluorescent output signal. McWherter et al. teaches, e.g., as summarized in 
the Abstract, the use of myelopoietins (MPOs), which are engineered dual IL-3 receptoncolony- 
stimulating factor (G-CSF) receptor agonists. MPO molecules were created which incorporated 
circularly permuted G-CSF (cpG-CSF) sequences with an IL-3 receptor agonist moiety attached. 
Some of the resultant fusion proteins retain the functions of both receptors. 

The substitution of one known element (G-CSF and IL-3 receptors) for another (the 
fluorescent protein and sensor protein taught by Tsien et al.) would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention since the substitution of the circularly 
permuted protein and sensor protein of McWherter et al. for the circularly permuted protein and 
sensor protein of Tsien et al. would have yielded predictable results, namely, IL-3 receptor 
sensor protein control of circularly permuted G-CSF.
